193c; RHSA (Main office 8tate Security and Nazi Party) in tfuly 19U2; SIPO and 
SD Esseg (Yugoslavia) in March 19hii; 19UU/U5 officer in Section IV (Gestapo) 
of ?: KA . 



3. Reports indicate that DAEl-KLING arrived in Egypt in I9S1, as Inteilignece

both DAEUMUr-.G and the Egyptians took the utmost precaution to keep his arrival 



secret. frijd/^4/ So great was DAEUhUKG's deisre for caution, (according to a 



rerort from a usually reliable source whose information is possibly true) that 
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instead of flying directly to Eg_.pt from Germany, DAEUKLING traveled to Zurich 
by train, and took a plane to Egypt from there. Throughout this trip, according 
to source, DAEUrtJLING went to great pains to keep his name from becoming known to 
any travel agency, ticket office, c hotel management. Kis alleged reason for 
this was that he wished to avoid the attention of British occupation authorities 



in Germany.

His activities were severed from 
this group and kept secret. In his efforts to camaflage his real activities, 
OAEUMLING was reported on different occasions to have mentioned that he was 
doing statistical work at' the ‘ Ministry of tteath, or that he worked for the
